ARTICLE 2 Planning and Zoning: ARE YOU IN FAVOR OF 
THE ADOPTION OF AMENDMENT NO, 2 AS PROPOSED BY 
THE PLANNING BOARD FOR THE WOLFEBORO PLAN- 
NING AND ZONING ORDINANCE AS FOLLOWS: 


To amend existing section 10, of the Ordinance, entitled 
“Definitions” with following terms defined: 


Accessory Apartment - Lodging as an accessory use to a sin- 
gle-family dwelling. The accessory apartment shall be an inte- 
gral part of the single-family dwelling and no larger than 1,000 
square feet or thirty percent (30%) of the habitable floor area of 
a single-family dwelling, whichever is smaller. 


Accessory Building or Structure - A structure detached from 
a principal building on the same lot and incidental and subordi- 
nate to the principal building. “Accessory structures” shall be 
limited to a maximum of two (2) per lot plus one (1) additional 
structure for each eighty thousand (80,000) square feet over 
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the required minimum lot size. Swimming pools, tennis courts 
and like outdoor residential sports facilities, well houses, dog- 
houses, septic systems, and parking areas shall be exempt 
from the number limitation of accessory structures. 


Bunkhouses and guest cottages - A building or portion of a 
building detached from principle dwelling unit that provides 
sleeping quarters for use by family or guests. The presence of 
Sanitary or cooking facilities conclusively establishes the use as 
a bunkhouse or guest cottage. 


Contractor’s yard, light - A parcel used to store vehicles, 
equipment with a gross vehicle rating of less than 33,000 Ibs, 
buildings for office, vehicle service and storage, storage of sup- 
plies and all other items customarily pertaining to the contract- 
ing business located on site. Retail sales, manufacturing or 
fabrication of any products are not permitted. Excavation opera- 
tions and yards as defined by RSA 155 E, whether temporary 
or permanent, are not permitted under this provision. 


Floor Area, Habitable — Heated areas used daily for living, 
eating, cooking and sleeping, but excluding garages, circulation 
areas, storage areas, etc. It will be presumed for the purposes 
of this chapter that “habitable floor area” is deemed to be sev- 
enty percent (70%) of the gross floor area of a given building 
unless evidence sufficient to rebut the presumption is submitted 
to the Code Enforcement Officer. This presumption shall not 
apply in any instance where the owner or occupant(s) of the 
building permit inspection and measurement of such interior 
floor areas by the appropriate town authorities. 


Home Occupation — Any occupation, profession, activity or 
use which is clearly a customary, incidental and secondary use 
of a residential dwelling unit and which does not alter the exteri- 
or of the property or affect the residential character of the 
neighborhood and is further defined as follows: 


(a) It occupies no more than one thousand (1,000) square 
feet of floor area. 

(b) The principal operator resides on the premises, employs 
not more than one (1) other person and sells no principal 
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products on the premises prepared by others, except for 
antiques. 
(c) There is no indication of such occupation visible on the 
exterior of the building or on the lot, except permitted signs. 
(d) The activity does not produce noise, odor, traffic or other 
nuisances perceptible at the lot line at a higher level than is 
usual in a residential neighborhood. 
(e)The activity is completely enclosed in a building. 


For the purpose of clarification, there will be no more than two 
(2) home occupations on any one lot. Maximum occupancy of 
both home occupations shall not exceed more than one thou- 
sand (1,000) square feet of floor area. 


In Home Day Cares - An accessory use of a single family 
dwelling, which provides daytime care and supervision of up to 
six (6) children or handicapped, disabled or elderly adults not 
related by blood, adoption, or AEE: and licensed by the 
appropriate state agency. 


Lot Coverage - The footprint of all buildings on a lot expressed 
as a percentage of the total lot area, excluding parking spaces, 
sidewalks and driveways. 


Lot Line 


(1) Lot Front — The front property line of a lot shall be deter- 

mined as follows: 
(a) Corner Lot — The front property line of a corner lot 
shall be the shorter of the two (2) lines adjacent to the 
streets as platted, subdivided or laid out or that line which is 
obviously the front by reason of the prevailing custom of the 
other buildings on the block. Where the lines are equal, the 
front line shall be that line which is obviously the front by 
reason of the prevailing custom of the other buildings on the 
block. If such front is not evident, then either may be consid- 
ered the front of the lot, but not both. Where such front 
property line is not obviously evident, the Zoning 
Administrator shall determine the front property line. 
(b) Interior Lot — The front property line of an interior lot 
shall be the line bounding the street frontage. 
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(c) Through Lot — The front property line of a through lot 
shall be that line which is obviously the front by reason of 
the prevailing custom of the other buildings in the block. 


(2) Lot Rear — The rear property line of a lot is that lot line 
opposite to the front property line. Where the side property lines 
of a lot meet in a point, the rear property line shall be assumed 
to be a line not less than ten (10) feet long lying within the lot 
and parallel to the front property line. In the event that the front 
property line is a curved line, then the rear property line shall be 
assumed to be a line not less than ten (10) feet long lying within 
the lot and parallel to a line tangent to the front property line at 
its midpoint. 


(3) Lot Side — The side property lines of a lot are those lot 
lines connecting the front and rear property lines of a lot. 


Manufacturing, Light - the manufacturing, fabricating or cast- 
ing of individual components of a larger unit or a complete unit. 
All such processing and storage of materials must occur 
indoors and would not typically generate noise, vibration, 
smoke, dust or odor detectable at the property line. 


Recreational Use - Outdoor activities that are operated by an 
entity other than a unit of government and which are available 
for use, usually for a fee, including but not limited to golf cours- 
es, ice skating rinks, tennis courts, cross-country ski trails and 
the rental of non-motorized sports equipment, but excluding 
games and activities common to amusement parks and 
arcades. | 


Vending carts or vehicles - Any mobile/portable device, not 
associated with an approved business on the site, that is 
designed, constructed, or used to sell prepared food or goods 
to the general public at a fixed location. The device is custom- 
arily moved to the site at the start of each business day and 
removed at the close of the business day. Also, the device 
does not require a building permit to be located at its location. 
For the purpose of the Wolfeboro Planning and Zoning 
Ordinance, vending carts or vehicles are prohibited.

E. Existing Nonconforming Buildings, Uses, and Lots

ther into the setbacks. 


(2) Where an existing building within the setbacks is demol- 
ished, destroyed or in need of extensive repair, it may be 
rebuilt, provided that: 

(A). Such building is started within one (1) year of the 
event causing destruction. 

(B). The new or rebuilt structure shall not extend further 
into the setbacks than the original foundation. 

(C). The result will not be a new or increased setback 
violation. 


(3) The erection of a building into the shorefront setback, 
up to 30 feet from the shoreline, may be permitted by 
Special Exception if the Zoning Board of Adjustment 
finds that such exception complies with all other applica- 
ble requirements set forth in Article 6.1, SPECIAL 
EXCEPTION CRITERIA, and with each of the following: 
(A) The lot upon which the exception is sought was an 

Official lot of record, as recorded in the Carroll 
County Registry of Deeds, prior to March 1988. 

(B) A Single Family Dwelling Unit, with a footprint up to 
fifty (50) percent of the permitted lot coverage, can- 
not be constructed within the limits of the required 
setbacks because of at least one of the following 
constraints:

2.1 WETLANDS CONSERVATION OVERLAY DISTRICT 
2.1.1 TITLE AND AUTHORITY 


2.1.1.1 This Ordinance shall be known as the Wetlands 
Conservation Overlay District of the Town of Wolfeboro, NH 
adopted March 13, 1990. 


2.1.1.2 By the authority granted in N.H. RSA 674:1617 and 
674:2021, and in the interest of public health, safety and gener- 
al welfare, the Wolfeboro Wetlands Conservation Overlay 
District is hereby established to regulate the uses of lands sub- 
ject to standing water, flooding, or high water tables for extend- 
ed periods of time. 


2.1.2 PURPOSE AND INTENT 


2.1.2.1 The purpose of this article is to protect the public health, 
safety and general welfare by controlling and guiding the use of 
land areas which are subject to standing water, flooding, or high 
water tables for extended periods of time. The intent of this arti- 
Cle is: 
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. To prevent the development of structures and land uses 
on naturally occurring wetlands which will contribute to 
pollution of surface and ground water by sewage, sedi- 
ment and/or noxious substances; 


. To prevent the destruction of, or significant changes to 
natural wetlands which provide flood protection, and trap 
sediment; 


. To protect rare, unique and unusual natural species, 
both flora and fauna; 


. To protect wildlife habitats and maintain ecological bal- 
ances; 


. To protect existing and potential water supplies and 
aquifers (waterbearing strata) and aquifer recharge 
areas; 


To prevent the expenditure of municipal funds for the 
purposes of providing and/or maintaining essential ser- 
vices and utilities which might be required as a result of 
misuse or abuse of wetlands; and 


. To protect the wetlands, watercourses and water bodies 
of the Town from degradation and help maintain their 
natural beauty. 


2.1.3 WETLAND DEFINITIONS 


Definitions of the Zoning Ordinance are found in Article 10.0; 
the following supplementary definitions are provided to explain 
the terms and phrases contained within the body of this Article. 


2.1.3.1 Basal Area: The cross sectional area of a tree mea- 
sured at a height of 4'% feet above the ground, usually 
expressed in square footage per acre for a stand of trees. 


2.1.3.2 Best Management Practices: Applying the appropriate 
techniques to minimize disturbances and the impact to the wet- 
land resulting from those activities which will alter the natural 
character of the wetland. 
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2.1.3.3 Board: The Planning Board of the Town of Wolfeboro. 


2.1.3.4 Certified Soil Scientist: An individual duly qualified in 
soil classification and mapping, certified by the New Hampshire 
Board of Natural Scientists under the provisions of RSA 
310A:75 et seq. 


2.1.3.5 Commission: Conservation Commission of the Town of 
Wolfeboro. 


2.1.3.6 Designated Agent: An individual designated by the 
Conservation Commission to carry out its function and purpose. 


2.1.3.7 Pollution: Harmful thermal effect or the contamination, 
_ or rendering unclean or impure of any wetland of the Town of 
Wolfeboro by reason of any waste or other materials dis- 
charged or deposited therein. This includes but is not limited to, 
erosion resulting from any filling or excavation activity. 


2.1.3.8 Special Use Permit: A permit for a use not otherwise 
permitted in the Wetlands Conservation Overlay District which 
may be granted by the Planning Board (as authorized by RSA 
674:21 Il) provided it meets the criteria set forth in Article 2.1.6. 


2.1.3.9 WCOD: Wetlands Conservation Overlay District. 


2.1.3.10 Wetland (Plant) Biologist: An individual duly qualified 
to identify and classify wetland vegetation. 


2.1.3.11 Wetlands: Areas which possess three essential char- 
acteristics: (1) hydrophytic vegetation macrophytic plant life 
growing in water, soil or on a substrate that is at least periodi- 
cally deficient in oxygen as a result of excessive water content; 
(2) hydric soils saturated, flooded, or ponded long enough dur- 
ing the growing season to develop anaerobic conditions in the 
upper part of the soil strata, and (3) wetland hydrology perma- 
nent or periodic inundation or soil saturation to the surface, at 
least seasonally during an average rainfall year, and are further 
defined by the Federal Manual for Identifying and Delineating 
Jurisdictional Wetlands authored by the Federal Interagency 
Committee for Wetland Delineation, 1987. 
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2.1.4 WETLAND CONSERVATION OVERLAY DISTRICT 


2.1.4.1 Definition and Establishment of the Wetlands 
Conservation Overlay District 


2.1.4.1.a The Wetlands Conservation Overlay District is defined — 
as those areas of the Town of Wolfeboro which meet the defini- 
tion of wetlands in Article 2.1.3.11. In all cases, the precise 
location of wetland areas shall be determined by the actual 
character of the land, and the distribution of wetland indicators. 
Such determination shall be made by field inspection and test- 
ing conducted by a certified soil scientist and a wetland biolo- 
gist. 


Furthermore, the Town of Wolfeboro, in accordance with RSA 
483A:7, designates the following wetlands as prime wetlands: 

1. Batson Pond 

2. Heath Brook Wetlands 

3. Perry Brook 

4. Warren Brook 

5. Ryefield Brook Wetland Complex 

6. Porcupine Brook Wetland Complex 

7. Clow’s Brook Wetland Complex 
Areas designated as prime wetlands are delineated on the file 
maps in the Wolfeboro Town Hall. 


2.1.4.1.b The Commission or its designated agent(s) is encour- 
aged to begin an inventory of all wetland areas, as defined by 
this article, and the creation of an official wetlands map for the 
town. The Commission may amend the inventory and map from 
time to time as information becomes available relative to more 
accurate delineation of wetlands within the town. 


2.1.4.2 Wetlands Incorrectly Delineated 


2.1.4.2.a If either the applicant or the Board questions the 
Wetland Conservation Overlay District boundaries established 
under this article, the applicant shall engage a certified soil sci- 
entist and wetland biologist to conduct a field analysis to deter- 
mine the precise location of the Wetland Conservation Overlay 
District boundaries on the effected properties. The soil scientist 
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and wetlands biologist shall submit a report of their findings to 
the Board and the Conservation Commission including, but not 
limited to, a revised map of the area in question, a written 
onsite field inspection report and test boring data if applicable. 


2.1.4.2.b Upon receipt of the report, the Board in consultation 
with the Commission may refer it for review to a certified soil 
scientist and wetlands biologist of its choosing. The applicant 
shall be responsible for any reasonable costs incurred by the 
Board in connection with this independent review. 


2.1.5 USES PERMITTED WITHOUT SPECIAL USE PERMIT 


2.1.5.1 The following uses shall be permitted in wetlands using 
best management practices to protect wetlands provided said 
uses are otherwise permitted by the Zoning Ordinance. The 
alteration of wetlands for the maintenance of Town approved 
utilities, single family dwellings and duplexes and their related 
driveways and garages Is permitted provided State Wetlands 
Board approval (RSA 482A) has been recommended by the 
Commission. Where denial has been recommended a Special 
Use Permit shall be required. Alteration for the placement of 
septic system leach fields shall require a permit in all cases. 
(Amended 1991) 


In no case shall the following uses include: (1) the erection or 
construction of any structures or buildings; or (2) the alteration 
of natural surface configuration of wetlands by the addition of fill 
or by dredging. (Amended 1991) 


2.1.5.1.a Forestry/tree farming limited to the removal of not 
more than 50% of the basal area of the standing timber in any 
ten year period, leaving a well distributed stand of healthy, 
growing trees; 


2.1.5.1.6b Grazing, farming, nurseries and cultivation and har- 
vesting of crops using recognized soil conservation practices, 
including the protection of wetland from pollution caused by ani- 
mal waste, fertilizers, pesticides, and herbicides used in such 
cultivation; 
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2.1.5.1.c Wildlife Refuges; 


2.1.5.1.d Outdoor parks and recreation purposes, being low 
intensity uses, not involving structures, alteration of the terrain, 
or motorized wheeled vehicles; 


2.1.5.1.e Education, scientific research, conservation areas and 
nature trails; 


2.1.5.1.f Open spaces as permitted or required by the subdivi- 
sion regulations or the zoning ordinance. 


2.1.5.2 No person shall conduct or maintain other uses without 
first obtaining a Special Use Permit as described in Article 
Pe1.6, 


2.1.6 SPECIAL USE PERMIT 


2.1.6.1 A Special Use Permit may be granted by the Board, 
after public notice and hearing, for undertaking the following 
uses in the Wetlands Conservation Overlay District. The appli- 
cation shall be referred to the Commission, the Code Officer 
and the Health Officer, for review and comment at least thirty 
(30) days prior to the public hearing. 


2.1.6.1.a 


A. Under the provisions of RSA 674:21, Subdivision II, the 
Planning Board may grant approval for the construction of 
streets, roads and other access ways and utilities, including 
pipelines, power lines and other transmission lines, and recre- 
ational areas provided that all of the following conditions are 
found to exist: 

1. No alternative location outside the wetland or which has 
less detrimental impact on a wetland is feasible. 

2. The proposed construction is essential to the productive 
use of other land which is not within the Wetland 
Conservation District. 

3. Design, construction and maintenance methods will be 
such as to minimize detrimental impact upon the wetland 
and will include restoration of the site nearly as possible 
to its original grade and condition.

4. Economic advantage is not the sole reason for the pro- 
posed location of the construction. 


B. Structures may be erected on Hydric B soils as a common 
treatment of land associated with a permitted use under Section 
2.1.5, if determined by the Planning Board to have no adverse 
impact on the wetland. The conditions in Subsection A(1) and 
(3) above must be met in order to receive Planning Board 
approval for such uses. Structures erected in association with 
permitted uses shall not include residential structures. 


2.1.6.1.6 Water impoundments for the purposes of creating a 
waterbody for wildlife, fire safety, onsite detention of surface 
runoff and/or recreational uses. 


2.1.6.1.¢ The undertaking of a use not otherwise permitted in 
the Wetlands Conservation Overlay District, if it can be shown 
that such proposed use Is in accordance with all of the purpos- 
es and intentions listed in Article 2.1.1. 


2.1.6.2 The Board shall regulate any operation within or use of 
a wetland involving removal or deposition of material, or any 
obstruction, construction, alteration or pollution, of such wet- 
lands unless such operation or use is permitted pursuant to 
Article 2.1.5. 


2.1.6.3 Any person found to be conducting or maintaining an 
activity without the prior authorization of the Board, or violating 
any other provision of this article, shall be subject to the 
enforcement proceedings and penalties prescribed in Article 
2.1.9 and any other remedies provided by law. 


2.1.6.4 A Special Use Permit shall be valid for a period of two 
(2) years from the date of issue and shall expire if the use 
granted is not implemented and completed by that time, unless 
an extension is specified and approved by the Board in consul- 
tation with the Commission. 


Buffer zone. 
1. No other building activity, including but not limited to build- 
ings, structures, roads and parking areas, shall be permitted 
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within or cause disturbance to any Hydric soils, except as pro- 
vided in section 2.1.6, above. 


2. A failed septic system within seventy-five (75) feet of any 
Hydric A Soils and Fifty (50) Feet from Hydric B Soils must 
be replaced on land outside the buffer zone, unless the 
Health Officer makes a determination that such placement is 
not physically possible. Special Use Permit shall be required 
to place a new or failed system within the Hydric A and 
Hydric B soils buffer zone. 


2.1.7 CONSIDERATIONS FOR DECISIONS 


2.1.7.1 The Board shall consider the following in making its 
decision on an application: 


2.1.7.1.a The application and its supporting documentation; 


2.1.7.1.b Public comments, evidence and testimony from a 
public hearing; - 


2.1.7.1.¢ Reports from the Commission, the Health Officer and 
the Code Enforcement Officer; 


2.1.7.1.d The Board may also consider comments on any appli- 
cation from the Carroll County Soil Conservation District, the 
Lakes Region Planning Commission, NH Wetlands Board, the 
US Army Corps of engineers or other technical agencies or 
organizations which may undertake additional studies or inves- 
tigations. 


2.1.7.1.e Nonreceipt of reports listed in 2.1.7.1.c. within the pre- 
scribed time shall neither delay nor prejudice the decision of the 
Board. 


2.1.7.2 Standards and Criteria for Decision: The Board shall 
consider all relevant facts and circumstances in making its deci- 
sion on any application for a permit, including but not limited to 
the following: 


2.1.7.2.a The environmental impact of the proposed action, 
including: 
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¢ support fish and wildlife, 

¢ control and/or limit down stream flooding 

# supply and protection of surface and ground waters, 
¢ control of sediment, 

4 facilitate of drainage, 

¢ control of pollution, 

support of recreational activities, and 

promote of public health and safety. 


2.1.7.2.6 The character and degree of injury to, or interference 
with safety, health, or the reasonable use of property, including 
abutting or downstream property, which would be caused or 
threatened by the proposed activity, or the creation of condi- 
tions which may do so. This includes recognition of potential 
damage from: 
¢ erosion, 
¢ turbidity, 
¢ siltation, 
¢ loss of fish and wildlife and their habitat, 
¢ loss of unique habitat having demonstrable natural, scien- 
tific or educational value, 
¢ loss or diminution of beneficial aquatic organisms and 
wetland plants, 
the dangers of flooding and pollution, and 
@ the destruction of the economic, esthetic, recreational, 
historic, and other public and private uses and values of 
wetlands to the community. 


2.1.8 ADMINISTRATION AND ENFORCEMENT 


2.1.8.1 The Board is hereby authorized and empowered to 
adopt such rules and require such reasonable fees as are nec- 
essary for the efficient administration of this ordinance. 


2.1.8.2 Upon receipt of any information in writing that this ordi- 
nance is being violated, the Code Enforcement Officer shall 
notify in writing the owner and tenant of the property on which 
the violation is alleged to occur with a copy of such notification 
to the Board and the Commission. Where appropriate, the 
Board and/or the Commission may notify the New Hampshire 
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Wetlands Board and/or the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers of 
the violation. 


2.1.8.3 A civil penalty not to exceed the statutory maximum 
may be imposed for each day that such violation is found by the 
court to continue after the conviction date or after the date on 
which the violator received written notice from the Town that he 
is in violation, whichever is earlier. ) 


2.1.8.4 Any penalty awarded by the court for violation of this 
Article shall be deposited in the Wolfeboro Conservation Fund 
established under RSA 36A:5 after deduction of any fees and 
costs incurred by the Town that are not otherwise reimbursed. 


ARTICLE 8 Planning and Zoning: ARE YOU IN FAVOR OF

C. Dust, glare or heat. 

D. Smoke, fumes, gas or odors. 

E. nappropriate hours of operation.

. That there will be no undue nuisance or serious hazard to 
pedestrian or vehicular traffic, including the location and 
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design of access ways and offstreet parking. 


4. Availability of public services and facilities: that the follow- 
ing services and facilities are available and adequate to 
serve the needs of the use as designed and proposed: 

A. Sewer. 

B. Water. 

C. Stormwater drainage. 
D. Fire protection. 

E. Police protection. 

F. Streets. 

G. Parks. 

H. Schools. 


5. Appropriateness of Site Plan. Consideration shall 

include: 

A. Parking scheme. 

B. Traffic circulation. 

C. Open space. 

D. Fencing/screening. 

E. Landscaping. 

F. Signage. 

G. Commercial Vehicles. 

H. Lighting Impact. 


6. Immediate neighborhood integrity: that the historical uses 
and established use patterns be weighed with recent 
change in trends in the neighborhood. 


7. Impact on property values: that the proposed use will not 
Cause or contribute to a decline in property values of 
adjacent properties. 


8. That the proposed use or structure is consistent with the 
spirit of the Ordinance and the intent of the Master Plan. 


Article 10 Planning and Zoning: To see whether the Town 
will vote to amend the Wolfeboro Planning and Zoning 
Ordinance to add the following new section: (Submitted by 
Petition) (Not recommended by the Planning Board) 
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A: PURPOSE and INTENT 


The Town of Wolfeboro (the Town), has determined the general 
desirability of certain tourist activities in the Town, and the gen- 
eral tourism-based nature of much of the Town’s economy. The 
Town has also determined the desirability of adding new forms 
of commercial recreation along certain portions of the Route 28 
corridor. In addition to permanent and seasonal residential uses 
and activities allowed under other sections of the Town’s 
Planning and Zoning Ordinance, one intent of this section is to 
enhance opportunities for certain new tourist-based facilities on 
non-waterfront property in the Town. 


Recognizing that RV Parks, as defined herein, are increasingly 
popular nationally and that the better examples of such facilities 
are commercial recreation that would be desirable for the Town, 
this section of the Planning and Zoning Ordinance is also 
intended to facilitate the creation of good examples of such 
facilities while mitigating potentially adverse impacts. 


It is therefore an intent of this section to allow RV Parks, sub- 
ject to the design and density controls contained herein, the 
provisions of Site Plan Review, and other applicable Town, 
State and other regulations and permits. 


A.1: TERMS AND MEANING 


To assist with the understanding of this section of the Planning 
and Zoning Ordinance, certain specially-defined terms have 
been created in addition to the other specially-defined terms 
also found in the Planning and Zoning Ordinance. Specially- 
defined terms particular to this section of the Planning and 
Zoning Ordinance are identified in bold italic text, i.e., RV Park; 
other specially-defined terms are capitalized. 


B: APPLICABLE LANDS 


RV Parks shall only be sited in the RV Overlay District, as 
defined herein, and subject to the special criteria of this section 
and the other relevant sections of the Planning and Zoning 
Ordinance. 
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The RV Overlay District is hereby defined to be the land bound- 
ed and described as follows: 


Beginning at a point on the Southerly sideline of Route 28 at 
the existing Southerly boundary of land now or formerly of Alvin 
and Barbara White, said point of beginning being located 
approximately 1,920 feet along the travelled centerline of said 
Route 28 Southwesterly from the intersection of Route 28 and 
Trotting Track road, so-called; Thence in a general 
Northeasterly direction, along said Route 28 2,100 feet, more or 
less, to a point one hundred feet beyond the centerline of 
Hersey Brook, so-called; Thence running in a general 
Southeasterly direction 800 feet more or less parallel with, and 
maintaining a distance of 100 feet from, said Hersey Brook to a 
point at land now or formerly of the Wolfeborough Railroad; 
Thence in a general Southwesterly direction 1,700 feet, more or 
less, along said Wolfeborough Railroad, to a point at the 
Southerly corner of land now or formerly of Alvin and Barbara 
White, which ‘point is located approximately 200 feet 
Southwesterly of the thread of Harvey Brook, so-called; Thence 
in a general Northwesterly direction 600 feet, more or less, 
along said existing boundary of said land of White to said Route 
28—being the point of beginning. Excepting and Reserving 
herefrom that property commonly known as the “Motel” proper- 
ty, being depicted as tax map parcel 13-3-2. Said net Overlay 
Area Contains approximately 25 acres, to be the same, more or 
less. 


C: PERMITTED LOCATIONS 


An RV Park shall be a permitted use only in the RV Overlay 
District. More than one RV Park is permitted in the RV Overlay 
District. 


D: DESIGN AND GENERAL REQUIREMENTS 
D.1: DESIGN REQUIREMENTS 


D.1 (a)A Recreational Vehicle Space shall have an area of 
one thousand (1,000) square feet or more of land. 
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D.1 (b)Not more than sixty percent (60%), by number, of the 
Recreational Vehicle Spaces in an RV Park shall have an 
area of land of twelve hundred (1,200) square feet or less. 


D.1 (c) An RV Park shall contain not more than 8 Recreational 
Vehicle Spaces per acre within the RV Park (for example, a 20 
acre RV Park shall contain not more than 160 Recreational 
Vehicle Spaces). 


D.1 (d)An RV Park may contain a canteen or store area as an 
Accessory Use. Any such store shall be not more than 5,000 
enclosed square feet in size. The following uses shall be per- 
mitted only in such a store and not elsewhere in the RV Park: 

a) Retail sales of food, beverages and phosphate-free 
detergents; 

b) Newsstand; 

c) Shower and toilet facilities; 

d) Public telephones; 

e) Retail sale of RV supplies; 

f) Not more than two (2) laundry machines, unless connect- 
ed to the Municipal sewer, in which case laundry facilities 
are permitted; and 

g) LP gas sales. 


D.1 (e) RVs within an RV Park and Buildings and Structures 
associated with an RV Park shall comply with the setback crite- 
ria of the underlying zoning district with respect to the exterior 
boundaries of the RV Park, and any special criteria contained 
in this section. 


D.1 (f) No Recreational Vehicle Space shall be sited within 
two hundred (200) feet of any non-commercial Buildings on 
abutting lands, or within fifty (50) feet of Route 28. 


D.1 (g) No Recreational Vehicle Space shall be sited within 
one hundred (100) feet of the centerline of the Wolfeborough 
Railroad, said centerline to be established midway between the 
tracks if the same exist, or as the centerline is depicted on the 
Right of Way and Track Maps for the Boston and Maine 
Railroad. 
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D.1 (h) RV Parks shall be operated in an orderly manner and 
shall be designed to comply with the design and operational cri- 
teria of the Town and the State of New Hampshire. 


D.1 (i) RV Parks may provide recreational facilities such as ten- 
nis courts, horseshoe pits, shuffleboard courts, ballfields and 
the like for the patrons of the RV Park. 


D.1 (j) lf RV Park contains laundry facilities, only phosphate- 
free detergents shall be sold on site and used for laundry pur- 
poses. 


D.1 (k) RV Parks shall buffer the front Yard area adjacent to 
any State highway fifty feet in width and Yards adjacent to plat- 
ted public street rights of way in an area equal to or exceeding 
one-half of the minimum Yard setback from such street. Said 
front Yard area shall be landscaped, excepting the area within 
the sight triangle for access drives, and the landscaped Yard 
area shall contain the following minimum numbers of plants: 


a) One canopy tree at of least three inch caliper per each 
1,000 square feet of front Yard, half of which may be 
evergreen; | 

b) Two understory trees of least two inch caliper per 500 
square feet of front Yard, all of which may be evergreen; 

c) One shrub or flowering bush at least two feet in height 
per 400 square feet of front Yard; and 

d) existing living vegetation may be used to satisfy all or a 
portion of these requirements 


D.1 (k) Recreational Vehicle Spaces shall be for Temporary 
Recreational Occupancy. 


D.1 (l) Recreational Vehicle Spaces shall not be used for 
year-round housing. 


D.1 (m) There shall be no internal setbacks for the siting of RVs 
on Recreational Vehicle Spaces. 


D.1 (n) A Recreational Vehicle Space shall not be used to 
Store an RV. 
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D.1 (0) A Recreational Vehicle Space shall not contain tempo- 
rary or Accessory Buildings. 


D.1 (p) All exterior lighting in an RV Park shall be sited within 
the RV Park or of the shielded or “cut-off” type design so as to 
prevent direct off-site glare outside the RV Park. 


D.1 (q) All RV Parks shall adequately provide for the temporary 
storage of rubbish in conventional containers commonly 
referred to as “dumpsters”, or by equivalent means, as may be 
approved by the Board during Site Plan Review. All dumpster 
areas shall be shown on the proposed site plan and shall also 
be screened from public view from abutting property and public 
roads adjacent to the RV Park. 


D.1 (r) Vehicular circulation within an RV Park shall be 
designed for speeds of not more than 15 miles per hour, and 
may be in one-way circulation patterns. All such circulation shall 
occur over private and seasonal ways. For these reasons, 
roads, drives and vehicular circulation areas within an RV Park 
shall be provided to accommodate safe and convenient maneu- 
vering, access and egress by RVs. Such accessways are not 
required to be constructed to Town road standards, but shall be 
16 and 20 feet in travelled width, excluding shoulders. 


D.1 (s) The Applicant shall provide adequate measures for 
sewage disposal and storm water drainage for the RV Park, 
either on-site or off-site. The Applicant shall demonstrate com- 
pliance with this provision by submitting copies of State, Town, 
and any other relevant approvals or applications for such 
approvals to the Board during the Board’s review of the RV 
Park proposal. 


D.1 (t) Any Recreational Vehicle Space at which pressurized 
potable water hookups are provided and which is used by the 
same RV for a period of more than 3 consecutive weeks shall 
be provided with a sewage collection system, which shall con- 
vey the sanitary wastes to a septic system that is approved by 
the New Hampshire State Department of Environmental 
Services and located within the RV Park. 
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D.1 (u) Any Recreational Vehicle Space at which pressurized 
potable water hookups are provided and which is used by the 
same RV for a period of 3 consecutive weeks or less shall not 
require a sewage collection system as per D.1 (u), above, pro- 
vided that sanitary service stations, sanitary service vehicles or 
rest rooms are available within the RV Park to handle the dis- 
posal of all sanitary wastes, in accordance with the require- 
ments of the New Hampshire State Department of 
Environmental Services. 


D.1 (v) Land area outside of an RV Park shall not be utilized for 
sewage disposal purposes for an RV Park. 


E: OPTIONAL DESIGN REQUIREMENTS 


Certain features of an RV Park may be permitted by Special 
Exception. 


In addition to finding that the general Special Exception criteria 
have been satisfied, prior to granting a Special Exception for an 
optional element of an RV Park, the Zoning Board of 
Adjustment (ZBA) shall also find that the proposal has satisfac- 
torily addressed any particular environmental concerns of the 
proposed RV Park’s location. These concerns shall include any 
sensitive lands that may be adjacent to the proposed RV Park 
and any other lands located below it in an hydraulically down- 
gradient manner. Lake Wentworth is downgradient all of the RV 
Overlay District and the ZBA shall also address any probable 
impacts to Lake Wentworth before granting a Special Exception. 


The following optional elements of an RV Park may be permit- 
ted by Special Exception: 

a) More than two (2) laundry machines (unless connected to 
the Municipal sewer); 

b) Vegetated earthen berms as a substitution for the addi- 
tional plant buffering required in the preceding design 
requirements; and 

c) A dance hall or other facility providing music for public 
entertainment, unless located inside a pre-existing build- 
ing that was lawfully used for a non-residential purpose 
as of April 1, 1995. 
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F: HIGH INTENSITY SOIL SURVEY REQUIREMENTS: 


F.1(a) All land proposed for an RV Park shall be mapped in 
accordance with the Town’s High Intensity Soil Survey (HISS) 
criteria. 


F.1(b) Septic systems in an RV Park shall conform with the 
applicable State and other Town regulations, including the set- 
backs from hydric soils mapped using the Town’s High Intensity 
Soil Survey (HISS) criteria. 


F.1(c) Due to the seasonal use and other limitations established 
by this overlay ordinance for an RV Park, the HISS lot sizing 
requirements shall not apply to establish the amount of land 
required for an RV Park or to the allowed number of 
Recreational Vehicle Spaces in an RV Park, both of which 
standards are established herein. 


F.1(d) Altered lands, whether excavated or filled, may be con- 
sidered based on the merits of the altered land. If such lands 
are utilized, two licensed septic system designers, one of whom 
shall be a licensed soil scientist, and the other a licensed pro- 
fessional engineer shall provide the Planning Board with an 
analysis of the lands in question, including opinions of equiva- 
lency, if any, for septic purposes for the lands in question under 
the HISS mapping criteria as if the land were naturally formed 
in its present state. 


G: DEFINITIONS 


Words and phrases contained in this section of the Planning 
and Zoning Ordinance found in bold italic text shall first be inter- 
preted as defined as follows, and then as defined in the 
Planning and Zoning Ordinance; otherwise, words and phrases 
shall have ordinary dictionary definitions. 


G.1. Applicant: The owner(s) of record or the legally autho- 
rized agent of the owner(s) of record. 


G.2 Recreational Vehicle: A vehicular or vehicular-mounted 
facility mounted on wheels or mounted on a vehicle with wheels 
such as motor homes, slide-in campers, travel trailers, truck 
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campers and camping trailers, with or without motive power, 
designed for transient, recreational human habitation and occu- 
pancy, and as is also defined by N.H. statute (see R.S.A. 216- 
I:1 (VIII). 


G.3 Recreational Vehicle Park: An area of more than ten 
(10) acres of land whereon 2 or more Recreational Vehicle 
Spaces are created for commercial Temporary Recreational 
Occupancy by RVs. RV Parks include, without limitation, 
Recreational Vehicle “Parks” and “Campgrounds” as are 
defined by the State Department of Environmental Services if 
Recreational Vehicles are the means of occupancy. 


G.4 Recreational Vehicle Spaces: That portion of a 
Recreational Vehicle Park and designated for the placement 
of one RV for the exclusive use of its occupants, including any 
contiguous areas for temporary automobile parking, incidental 
storage or other Accessory uses. 


G5 RV:A Recreational Vehicle. 
G.6 RV Park: A Recreational Vehicle Park. 


G.7 Temporary Recreational Occupancy: Temporary cus- 
tomer use or occupancy of an RV Park by an RV for less than 
five (5) months of the year. 


G.8 Yard: An area between a Building or Structure and a Lot 
line on which that Building or Structure is located. The front 
Yard shall be located between such Buildings or Structures and 
the Lot’s Frontage line(s); the side Yard shall be located toward 
the side Lot Boundaries; and the rear Yard shall be located 
toward the rear of the Lot. 


H: Validity: 


If any section, clause, provision or portion of this Ordinance 
Shall be held to be invalid or unconstitutional by any court of 
competent jurisdiction, such holding shall not affect or impair 
any other section, clause, provision or portion of this Ordinance. 


Article 11 Planning and Zoning: To see whether the Town will 
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vote to amend the Wolfeboro Planning and Zoning Ordinance 
by expanding the existing district boundaries of the C1, South 
Wolfeboro District. The present district boundaries extend five 
hundred (500) feet from the center of the intersection of 
Middleton Road and Rte 28, along Rte 28 and Middleton Road. 
The district depth is two hundred (200) feet from the centerline 
of said roads. The proposed district boundary will extend the 
existing boundaries an additional five hundred (500) feet along 
Rte 28 and Middleton Road. (Submitted by Petition) (Not rec- 
ommended by the Planning Board) 


ARTICLE 12: To see whether the Town will ratify the financial 
terms of the collective bargaining agreement reached between 
the Board of Selectmen and A.F.S.C.M.E. Local Number 534 
which results in a cost estimate at eighteen thousand eight hun- 
dred, ninety-four dollars ($18,894) for the fiscal year 1999. 
(RECOMMENDED by the BOARD OF SELECTMEN) 
(RECOMMENDED by the BUDGET COMMITTEE) 


ARTICLE 13: Shall the Town raise and appropriate as an oper- 
ating budget, not including appropriations by special warrant 
articles, the amount set forth therein totaling $13,691,093. 
Should this article be defeated the operating budget shall be 
$13,325,910, which is the same as last year with certain adjust- 
ments required by the previous action of the Town or by law or 
the governing body may hold one special meeting in accor- 
dance with RSA 40:13, X and XVI, to take up the issue of a 
revised operating budget only. 


ARTICLE 14: To see whether the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of two hundred, twenty-five thousand dol- 
lars ($225,000) for reconstruction of the Crescent Lake Dam in 
accordance with recommendations prepared by the firm of

ARTICLE 16: To see whether the Town will vote to establish a 
Capital Reserve Fund, under the provisions of RSA 35:1 for the 
purpose of repair or replacement of lights at Foss Field, and to 
raise and appropriate the sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000) 
to be placed in such fund; and further to designate the Board of 
Selectmen as agents to expend. (RECOMMENDED by the 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN)(RECOMMENDED by the BUDGET 
COMMITTEE) 


ARTICLE 17: Jo see whether the Town will vote to establish a 
Capital Reserve Fund, under the provisions of RSA 35:1 for the 
purpose of replacing the foundation of the Clark House, and to 
raise and appropriate the sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000) 
to be placed in such fund; and further to designate the Board of 
Selectmen as agents to expend. (RECOMMENDED by the 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN)(RECOMMENDED by the BUDGET 
COMMITTEE) 


ARTICLE 18: To see whether the Town will vote to establish a 
Capital Reserve Fund, under the provisions of RSA 35:1 for the 
engineering/reclamation/closure of the Town’s landfill, also 
known as the stump dump, off Wickers Drive, and to raise and 
appropriate the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000) 
to be placed in such fund; and further to designate the Board of 
-Selectmen as agents to expend. (RECOMMENDED by the 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN)(RECOMMENDED by the BUDGET 
COMMITTEE) 


ARTICLE 19: To see whether the Town will vote to establish a 
Capital Reserve Fund, under the provisions of RSA 35:1 for the 
purpose of the acquisition of property, and construction, recon- 
struction or rehabilitation of a Municipal Electric Department 
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facility, and to raise and appropriate the sum of twenty-five 
thousand dollars ($25,000) from Electric Department Revenue 
to be placed in such fund; and further to designate the Board of 
Selectmen as agents to expend. (RECOMMENDED by the 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN)(RECOMMENDED by the BUDGET

ARTICLE 24: To see whether the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of six thousand dollars ($6,000) for the 
purpose of remedying specific State Fire Code violations in the 
basement of the leased facility used for Town Offices. 
(RECOMMENDED by the BOARD OF SELECTMEN) 
(RECOMMENDED by the BUDGET COMMITTEE) 


ARTICLE 25: To see whether the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of seven thousand dollars ($7,000) for Tri- 
County Community Action for the purpose of a Dinner Bell 
meals program for the residents of Wolfeboro. (SUBMITTED 
by PETITION) 


ARTICLE 26: Jo see whether the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of two thousand dollars ($2,000) to assist 
the Wolfeboro Area Children’s Center in the provision of ser- 
vices for their Early Supports and Services Program for children 
under the age of three who have or are at risk of developing 
developmental delays. (SUBMITTED by PETITION) 


ARTICLE 27: To see if the Town, pursuant to RSA 31:3, will 
vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to recognize a collec- 
tive bargaining unit comprised of the full time Fire Fighter and 
Officer positions of the Wolfeboro Fire-Rescue Department and 
make and enter into collective bargaining contracts with said 
bargaining unit concerning the terms and conditions of employ- 
ment. (SUBMITTED by PETITION) 


ARTICLE 28: To see if the Town will vote to approve the fol- 
lowing: The voters of the Town of Wolfeboro perceive that the 
quality of our recreational waters is declining and therefore 
advise the Board of Selectmen to organize a “recreational 
waters quality committee” or other suitable entity, working with 
appropriate government agencies, to accomplish the following 
by October, 1999: 
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- To complete a plan to evaluate the quality of the Town’s recre- 
ational waters and establish standards of quality and a system 
for monitoring that quality. 

- To complete a plan to identify and prioritize locations and con- 
ditions that contribute to the degradation of our recreational 
water standards. 

- Recommend corrective actions and a long range implementa- 
tion plan to commence no later than the year 2000 and to pro- 
pose a budget to provide for adequate funding and the imple- 
mentation of these plans and programs which are designed to 
assure the preservation of the quality of our recreational waters. 


Areas to be considered should include, but not be limited to: 
storm run off, mandatory testing of older or defective septic sys- 
tems, underwater weed growth, zebra muscle considerations, 
the development of a citizen/visitor education program and 
appropriate changes in land use planning and zoning ordi- 
nances. (SUBMITTED by PETITION) 


ARTICLE 29: To see whether the Town will vote to change the 
spelling of the corporate name of the town of Wolfeboro by 
adding the letters "ugh" after the last "o" in said name, so that 
the same shall hereafter be spelled as follows: Wolfeborough, 
and the same shall hereafter be the legal name of said town. . 
(SUBMITTED by PETITION) 


ARTICLE 30: And to conduct any other business that may 
legally come before this meeting.

The first session was held at Kingswood Regional High 
School auditorium on February 3, 1998 at 7:00 P.M. The 
Moderator called the first session to order and announced 
the procedure that was adopted two years ago and 
explained that this session was a hearing on the Warrant 
which will be voted upon by the electorate on March 10, 
1998 by written ballot at the same time the election of town 
Officials take place. The Moderator explained how the arti- 
cles could be amended and also explained the default bud- 
get. The Moderator announced that Articles 4 through 18 
could be discussed at this session, and went on to read the 
Articles as written. An amendment to reduce Article 4 from 
$325,000 to $235,000 failed. The Moderator announced 
that Article 4 would appear on the ballot as presented. The 
Moderator then continued with Articles 5 and 6, with no 
amendments offered and they too, will appear on the ballot 
as presented. Article 7 was amended from $13,524,589 to 
$13,551,589 which included $27,000 for the purchase of an 
emergency generator for the Public Safety Building. The 
Article was adopted as amended, which will be the final bud- 
get figure to be voted on by ballot. The Moderator then 
moved on to Articles 8 and 9, with no amendments offered. 
These articles will appear on the ballot as presented. An 
amendment to reduce Article 10 from $80,000 to $1.00 (one 
dollar) failed and the article will appear on the ballot as pre- 
sented. The Moderator read Article 11 and asked for dis- 
cussion on the Article as read, there being none the article 
will appear on the ballot as presented. Article 12, with no 
amendments offered, will be placed on the ballot as present- 
ed. Article 13, with no amendments offered, will be placed 
on the ballot as presented. The Moderator announced that 
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due to a personal, professional relationship with the out- 
come of Articles 14 and 15, he would be giving the Chair to 
Mrs. Waterman, Town Clerk, who will preside over the dis- 
cussion of these two articles. Mrs. Waterman read Article 
14 and asked if there was any discussion on the article as 
read. A brief discussion followed and the result was that the 
article will appear on the ballot as presented. Mrs. 
Waterman then read Article 15 and asked for discussion on 
the article as read. A very short discussion followed. Article 
15 will appear on the ballot as presented. Mrs. Waterman 
then turned the chair back to the Moderator who read Article 
16 and asked for discussion on the article. The Moderator 
recognized Mr. Houseman, Town Planner, who explained 
the article. Article 16 will appear on the ballot as presented. 
The Moderator then read Article 17 and asked for discussion 
on the article. A brief discussion followed and Article 17 will 
appear on the ballot as presented. The Moderator read 
Article 18 and a brief discussion followed. Article 18 will 
appear on the ballot as presented. Article 19 to conduct any 
other business. No other business was brought forward. A 
motion to adjourn was made and the meeting adjourned at 
9:10 P.M.

Independent Auditor’s Report 


To the Members of the

We have audited the accompanying general purpose finan- 
cial statements of the Town of Wolfeboro as of and for the year 
ended December 31, 1997 as listed in the table of contents. 
These general purpose financial statements are the responsibil- 
ity of the Town’s management. Our responsibility is to express 
an opinion on these general purpose financial statements 
based on our audit. 

We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accept- 
ed auditing standards. Those standards require that we plan 
and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about 
whether the financial statements are free of material misstate- 
ment. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence 
Supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial state- 
ments. An audit also includes assessing the accounting princi- 
ples used and significant estimates made by management, as 
well as evaluating the overall financial statement presentation. 
We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our 
opinion. 

The general purpose financial statements referred to above 
do not include the general fixed assets account group which 
should be included in order to conform with generally accepted 
accounting principles. As is the case with most municipal enti- 
ties in the State of New Hampshire, the Town of Wolfeboro has 
not maintained historical cost records of its fixed assets. The 
amount that should be recorded in the general fixed assets 
account group is not known. 

In our opinion, except for the effect on the financial state- 
ments of the omission described in the preceding paragraph, 
the general purpose financial statements referred to above pre- 
sent fairly, in all material respects, the financial position of the 
Town of Wolfeboro, as of December 31, 1997, and the results 
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of its operations and the cash flows of its proprietary fund types 
and nonexpendable trust funds for the year then ended in con- 
formity with generally accepted accounting principles. 

Our audit was made for the purpose of forming an opinion on 
the general purpose financial statements of the Town of 
Wolfeboro taken as a whole. The combining and individual fund 
financial statements listed as schedules in the table of contents 
are presented for purposes of additional analysis and are not a 
required part of the general purpose financial statements of the 
Town of Wolfeboro. Such information has been subjected to the 
auditing procedures applied in the audit of the general purpose 
financial statements and, in our opinion, is fairly presented in all 
material respects in relation to the general purpose financial 
Statements taken as a whole.

Communication of Reportable 
Conditions and Other Matters 

December 31, 1997

In planning and performing our audit of the general purpose 
financial statements of the Town of Wolfeboro, New Hampshire 
for the year ended December 31, 1997, we considered the 
Town’s internal control structure to determine our auditing pro- 
cedures for the purpose of expressing an opinion on the finan- 
cial statements and not to provide assurance on the internal 
control structure. 

Under the standards established by the American Institute of 
Certified Public Accountants, reportable conditions involve mat- 
ters coming to our attention relating to significant deficiencies in 
the design or operation of the internal control structure that, in 
our judgment, could adversely affect the Town’s ability to 
record, process, summarize and report financial data consistent 
with the assertions of management in the financial statements. 
A material weakness is a reportable condition in which the 
design or operation of one or more of the internal control struc- 
ture elements does not reduce to a relatively low level the risk 
that errors or irregularities, in amounts that would be material in 
relation to the financial statements being audited, may occur 
and not be detected within a timely period by employees in the 
normal course of performing their assigned functions. Our con- 
sideration of the internal control structure would not necessarily 
disclose all matters in the internal control structure that might 
constitute reportable conditions and, accordingly, would not 
necessarily disclose all reportable conditions that are also con- 
sidered to be material weaknesses as defined above. We noted 
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no matters involving the internal control structure and its opera- 
tion that we consider to be material weaknesses as defined 
above. 

However, during our audit, we became aware of several mat- 
ters that are opportunities for strengthening internal controls 
and operating efficiency. This letter summarizes our comments 
and suggestions regarding those matters and does not affect 
our report dated May 8, 1998 on the financial statements of the 
Town of Wolfeboro, New Hampshire 

We will review the status of these comments during our next 
audit engagement. We have already discussed many of these 
comments and suggestions with various Town personnel and 
we will be pleased to discuss them in further detail at your con- 
venience, to perform any additional study of these matters or to 
assist you in implementing the recommendations.

General Fund-Unreserved Fund Balance 


As noted in the financial statements, the Town has an unre- 
served fund balance in the General Fund of $1,654,552 at 
December 31, 1997. This includes allowing for the following 
reserves: 


Reserve for estimated uncollectible taxes $56,441 
Reserve for contingency, which represents a reserve 
for potential abatements of property tax accounts 


previously paid, but appealed $209,178 
Reserve for amount due from Sewer Fund 
(interfund receivable) $470,251 


In the case of the amount due from the Sewer Fund, because 
the Fund has failed to achieve profitable operations for the past 
few years, the advances received from the General Fund have 
not been reimbursed. It is also noted that the Sewer Fund suf- 
fered a loss from 1997 operations of $47,423. We discussed 
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with management the possibility of having to qualify the audi- 
tor’s opinion covering the financial statements at December 31, 
1997, because of the interfund receivable in the General Fund 
from the Sewer Fund totaling $543,659, which cannot be repaid 
currently from sewer revenues. Instead it was determined, with 
Our concurrence, to reserve the above amount in the General 
Fund to more accurately reflect the financial position at 
December 31 and eliminate the qualification. 


ENTERPRISE FUNDS (WATER, SEWER AND ELECTRIC 
DEPARTMENTS) 


Accounts Receivable 


We noted that previous audit reports have commented on the 
utility departments receivables being in arrears 90 days or over, 
causing the departments to experience cash flow problems 
throughout the year. Our examination for 1997 disclosed similar 
circumstances as indicated below: 


Department Total Receivables Amount over 
90 Days 
Water $282,219 $87,215 
Sewer $277,774 $115,866 
Electric $714,935 $264,527 


Previous suggestions for remedy have included assistance to 
users with budget payment plans, timely rebilling, reviewing sta- 
tus of accounts monthly, etc., to improve collections and cash 
flow. In any event, these utility departments must be handled 
similar to a private business. If payment for services is not 
received, whatever local ordinance or state statute provides for 
a remedy, should be enforced. 

Also, as has been noted in previous audit reports, internal 
accounting controls covering utility receivables is weak, primari- 
ly due to the lack of segregation of duties. One individual is 
responsible for submitting, approving and recording adjust- 
ments to the accounts receivable. 
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Formal policies need to be established for write-offs as well 
as collection of delinquent accounts. Also, management must 
weigh the risks inherent with the lack of segregation of duties, 
and determine whether or not the costs involved to rectify the 
situation outweigh those risks. 


SEWER DEPARTMENT 
Annual Operating Losses 


Our examination of the 1997 financial statements was not 
intended and did not include a comparison of results of previ- 
Ous operations for any department. However, as explained in 
Our previous comment, covering the interfund receivable total- 
ing $543,659 due the General Fund from the Sewer Fund, it is 
apparent that annual Sewer Fund revenues are insufficient to 
support the funds expenditures. We did note that the loss for 
1997 was $47,423. This compares to a reported loss of 
$119,265 for the year ended 1996. It is readily apparent that the 
Sewer Fund has built up this large liability due the General 
Fund, because of annual cash shortages over the past few 
years. Besides other considerations, this is causing the General 
Fund to borrow tax anticipation notes and incur related interest 
expense greater than should be the case. 

Each Enterprise Fund must be in a position to be self-sup- 
porting by user fees. We suggest that responsible officials pre- 
pare a Sewer Fund balanced budget, which provides for contin- 
gencies as well as reimbursement to the General Fund for pre- 
viously borrowed monies. 


WATER AND SEWER DEPARTMENTS 
Refund of Access Fees Paid 


Our examination disclosed that Water and Sewer Fund users 
were given credits in 1997 totaling $47,981, against user fees. 
This was a result of a vote taken by the Board of Selectmen on 
November 20, 1996 at which time it was approved to “adopt the 
policy to pay back the access fees using the $250 credit paid 
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over ten years.” 

In prior years, access fees were charged for new construc- 
tion, construction improvements and for the payment of related 
debt. To be eligible for the credit against their water and sewer 
bill, users must still own the property for which the fee was 
assessed. This eligibility criteria provided made the estimated 
amount to be refunded over the ten-year period to be approxi- 
mately $530,000. Based on the initial refunded amount, it 
appears that the figure will be more like $480,000 maximum 
over the ten years. 

In Our Opinion, based on our knowledge of the New 
Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated (RSA), a Board of 
Selectmen cannot commit future Boards for the annual expen- 
diture of funds. Only a Town Meeting authorizing appropriations 
in accordance with the Municipal Finance Act (RSA 33), where- 
by long-term debt is authorized, can an obligation committing 
future elected Boards, become a liability. 

In this instance, there is no liability recorded on the Town’s 
books. Therefore, the estimated amount to be refunded should 
be part of the annual budget for the aforementioned funds, to 
be voted on annually by Town Meeting. 


ELECTRIC DEPARTMENT FUND 
Annual Physical Inventory Required 


Our examination covering the electric department disclosed 
that the annual physical inventory of parts and supplies on hand 
at December 31, 1997, was not prepared until March 26, 1998. 

We understand that there were extenuating storm-related cir- 
cumstances which may have certainly contributed to the delay. 
However, it is imperative in order to accurately disclose the 
financial condition of this fund, that an accurate physical inven- 
tory be taken on or around December 31st and compared to the 
perpetual inventory records being maintained. Further, internal 
accounting controls over the materials on hand are weakened 
unless there is an actual comparison between the actual 
amount on hand and inventory records maintained. 

We suggest that employees commence the process of physi- 
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cal inventory review in the month of December in order to pre- 
vent a reoccurrence of a time-related problem for failure to do 
SO. | 


WATER DEPARTMENT 
Capital Project 


The water department capital project, which includes funding 
from the Farmers Home Administration, was not maintained in 
a manner which allowed for a complete project status report at 
year end. The auditor’s had to obtain records from the grantor 
in order to determine the project’s status. 

We suggest that the finance department maintain a separate 
accounting for this project’s activity, to include any receivables 
or payables due the project at all times, as well as the grant bal- 
ance available. 


TRUSTEES OF TRUST FUNDS 
General Record Keeping 


The following discrepancies were found as a result of our 
examination of the Trust Fund records for 1997. 

1. The annual state financial reports (MS-9 & 10) were not 
completed for 1997 at the time of our audit and they did not 
agree with the Trustees record of investments. 

2. No formal ledgers are being maintained as required by 
law. 

3. Beginning balances did not agree with previous audited 
balances. 

4. Not all capital gain dividends received in 1997 were prop- 
erly reported. 

We spent a considerable amount of time in attempting to rec- 
oncile the Trust Fund report at December 31, 1997, with the 
actual investments on hand at that date. The accounting for the 
Trust Funds is complicated and we have suggested that the 
auditors meet with the Trustees in 1998, to provide technical 
support and review the entire bookkeeping system. 
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OTHER ITEMS 
Treasurer’s Duties 


During the preliminary phase of our examination which took 
place in December, we noted that the Treasurer was not main- 
taining a required cash book in compliance with RSA 41:29, 
which requires that a suitable cash book be maintained. The 
individual, being new to the position, was unaware of the 
requirement. 

As a result of our meeting with the Treasurer, the individual 
was able to refer back to the beginning of the year (January 1) 
and establish and maintain a proper cash book for the entire 
year, which we were able to audit. We wish to recognize the 
Treasurer’s efforts in response to our finding. 


Use of Purchase Orders 


As part of the independent audit, we are required to test a 
portion of the expenditures to determine that the internal 
accounting controls which management has put in place, are 
working effectively. 

Our testing of paid invoices disclosed that 16% of the pur- 
chase orders were dated after the invoice date, which indicated 
that the purchase order system may not be being used proper- 
ly. 
The effect of this condition is that supplies and other items 
may be purchased without the proper approval. In addition, 
because the accounting department may not be aware than an 
encumbrance exists, there is no entry on the financial state- 
ments, and month-end reports could be inaccurate. 

We suggest that the Town’s purchasing procedures be 
adhered to by all departments, and a review of these proce- 
dures to answer questions to cover emergency purchases, may 
be in order. 


Police Department—Children’s Fund 
The police department maintains a fund entitled “Children’s 
Fund.” Receipts from donations totaled $10,323 in 1997, and 
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there was $5,849 in expenditures. We were not provided invoic- 
es in support of expenditures, and there is no way to confirm 
monies received into the fund. 

In order to comply with New Hampshire Statutes which pro- 
vide that all monies belonging to the Town be in the custody of 
the Town Treasurer, we suggest that this fund be in the 
Treasurer’s custody and be accounted for as any other special 
revenue fund. This would provide for improved internal account- 
ing control over receipts and expenditures and allow the 
Treasurer to expend funds with the approval of the Board of 
Selectmen. The funds would still be restricted to be used only 
for the intentions of the fund and could be carried forward from 
year to year. The Board of Selectmen should formally vote to 
establish such a fund.

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Report of the Chairman 
of the Board of Selectmen 


1998 was a very busy year. Much work has been put into 
planning Wolfeboro’s future. 

The Selectmen created a new Capital Improvement Program 
Committee, which will review and prioritize requests from 
department heads in the future. That committee, made up of 
local residents has visited nearly all properties and buildings 
owned by the town, to gain a better understanding of the needs. 

A wage study review will be undertaken by the Town 
Manager and Selectmen to devise fair and equitable pay scales 
and benefit packages for our family of town employees. We 
must make sure they are compensated fairly, and work to retain 
their services and gain from their experience gained here in 
Wolfeboro. We recognize and appreciate the work of our 
employees and Department heads. 

This year’s annual Town Meeting Warrant contains several 
articles that will ask for Capital Reserve Funds to be created for 
future expenditures. In this fashion we hope to minimize the 
impact of major purchases by planning for them well in advance 
of the time when they will be made. 

The Selectmen are adopting the concept urged by the 
Budget Committee that will fund for depreciation. It is another 
way to recognize equipment will eventually wear out and must 
be replaced. While not fully funded this year, the adoption of the 
concept sets up a course of action for the future. 

1998 was dominated by the ice storm. Much time and effort 
was devoted to recovering from it. The town was able to recap- 
ture much of the cost from the state and federal governments. 
A special word of thanks to all our employees for that “extra 
special” effort they put forth. 

Accomplishments this past year include work on the new 
South Wolfeboro sidewalk, installation of new playground 
equipment at the popular family area at Foss Field, the rebuild- 
ing of the Lehner Street Parking lot and many other projects 
designed to make the quality of life in Wolfeboro better. 

The tax rate remains quite level. The proposed operating 
budget, excluding the warrant articles will show an increase of 
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only 1%. 

The town enterprise fund operations are running well. The 
Pop Whalen Arena continues to provide services to many with 
a minimal tax impact to Wolfeboro taxpayers. The Water and 
Electric funds are doing well, but a lot remains to be done to 
bring the Sewer fund into balance. The fact that only 800+ 
users Support the operation of the sewer department is an 
Ongoing problem and is being addressed by the Board of 
Selectmen. 

| wish to thank my fellow Board members for the spirit of co- 
operation that continues to prevail. Each member has taken on 
responsibilities for the whole Board. The trust that exists among 
the members is a credit to our town. The Selectmen also thank 
the members of the Boards and Commissions who give of their 
time to contribute to the overall success of the town. 

The biggest vote of thanks goes to the people who pay the 
bills—the taxpayers of Wolfeboro. One does not have to look 
too far to see that Wolfeboro is a well-run town and one of 
which we can all be proud. In summary: 1998 was a good year!

Progress continues in the review and revision of our Planning 
and Zoning Ordinances. Eight warrant articles were proposed 
for the 1999 Town Warrant. They include: 

Revisions/clarifications of land use-related definitions. 

Revised setbacks for the Shoreland Residential zone. 

Revisions of permitted uses in our General Residential 

zones. 

Revised, clarified Special Exception criteria for the Zoning 

Board of Adjustment. 

Creation of areas to allow Light Construction Yards as a per- 

mitted use. 

Revisions to the Historic Overlay Districts ordinance. 

Revisions to the Wetland Conservation Overlay District. 


1999 will bring further revisions to the Planning and Zoning 
Ordinances including the review and revision of the commercial 
zones and, perhaps, a new and simplified layout of our residen- 
tial zones. Further, we plan to complete our review and draft 
new roadway construction regulations and to update and com- 
plete our excavation (construction pits) review. 

As has been our tradition, the principal goal of the Planning 
Board has been to maintain the quality of our recreational 
waters, the uniqueness of our greater downtown and the 
integrity of our neighborhoods. Planning and Zoning is neces- 
sarily restrictive - not always popular in a community where 
“Live Free or Die” is the State motto. Never the less, there is lit-

tle doubt that Wolfeboro continues to be the premier Lakes 
Region Community to live in and to visit. 

The quality of life in Wolfeboro is a direct reflection of the 
concern of our citizens and their support of the vision and goals 
of our Master Plan and of our Planning and Zoning Ordinances.

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1998 Planning Department Report 


The Planning Department has been extremely busy this year 
with a wide range of projects and planning issues. In addition 
to providing technical assistance to and application review for 
the Planning Board, Zoning Board of Adjustment, Historic 
District Commission, Conservation Commission, and Board of 
Selectmen, the Planning Department has completed the follow- 
ing activities in 1998: 


¢ Developed new draft Site Plan Review Regulations, elimi- 
nating conflicts between these regulations and the 
Wolfeboro Planning and Zoning Ordinance, streamlined the 
Site Plan Review application process, and implemented 
many new standard designed to further the implementation 
of the Master Plan. 

¢ Continued to provide technical assistance to the Planning 
Board on a restructuring/recodification of the entire Town’s 
Planning and Zoning Ordinance. 

¢ Prepared a draft of the roadway construction regulations. 

¢ Applied for and received a $32,000 grant from the New 
Hampshire Ice Storm Community Forestry Grant Program. 
The monies will be used to remove and replace damaged 
trees. 

¢ Continued to serve as Driveway Permit Administrator and 
issued 81 permits in 1998. 

¢ As Zoning Administrator, prosecuted four Zoning violations 
in the Southern Carroll County District Court. 

¢Completed a Municipal Properties Hazardous Materials 
Inventory. | 

¢ Continued as project manager for the Municipal Electric 
Department generation plant, underground oil spill clean-up. 

«Was appointed TRAC project manager and began the 
design engineer selection process with hopes of construc- 
tion on the trail by summer 1999. 

¢ Served as CIP committee support Staff. 


With the zoning administration duties transferred to the Town 
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Planner, the codes department and the planning department 
have become more interdependent on each other’s expertise. 
The combined efforts of the Codes Office and the Planning 
Office have established a fair and equitable approach to Zoning 
Administration and Enforcement. | would like to thank Richard 
Hammer, the Town’s Building Official, for his support and effec- 
tiveness in carrying out his duties and responsibilities. 
Equitable enforcement of the Zoning Ordinance creates a level 
playing field for all and ensures the long-term implementation of 
the Master Plan. Also, | would like to thank Robin McNally and 
Ruth Morse for their administrative support. 1998 would not 
have been as productive without their hard work and continued 
guidance and good humor. 

| would like to thank all the residents who volunteer their time 
on boards and committees and as resources to the staff. Your 
contributions make the Town a healthy and vibrant community 
and your time and energy make my work even more enjoyable.

1998 Annual Report 


The Wolfeboro Conservation Commission again responded 
to the environmental concerns of the Town’s citizens. 

The Commission field inspected fifty four (54) Dredge & Fill 
Applications for the New Hampshire Wetlands Bureau and sub- 
mitted its recommendations to assist the Bureau in making 
decisions. The applications were requests for docks, boat 
ramps, dug-in boathouses, culverts and dredging and filling of 
wetlands. Field inspections and reports, when requested, were 
prepared for the Planning Board, Town Planner and Codes 
Officer. 

The members continue to attend seminars, classes and field 
trips to improve their knowledge and skills. Some members are 
officers or trustees of related associations. The Commission 
has completed an evaluation study of selected wetlands assist- 
ed by Lobdell Associates and White Mountain Survey 
Company, Inc. The report has been incorporated into the Auto 
CAD based Wolfeboro base mapping. 

An evaluation of the damage, caused by the severe ice storm 
in January, is being conducted on the Town’s Conservation 
Land. A forester has been hired to clean up the damage on the 
Brown Lot (TM# 22-7-4) on Route 28 near the Ossipee town 
line. 

My thanks and appreciation to the members for their support 
and commitment to Wolfeboro’s environment.

1998 was a very busy year in the Town Clerk’s office with the 
Town elections, State Primary and State General Election. The 
Supervisors of the Checklist registered one hundred new voters 
for the State elections and more have registered in this office for 
upcoming elections. | am really concerned with the number of 
residents who have not renewed their dog licenses for 1998. As 
you can see by the numbers above, there has been a consider- 
able decrease. There is a program in place for collecting these 
fees and commencing with the registration period in 1999, resi- 
dents who have not registered their dogs will receive a letter 
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informing them they have a deadline date to register their dog(s). 
If this deadline is not met, then the Animal Control Officer will be 
notified of a violation of RSA 466:1 and a $25.00 civil forfeiture 
could be issued for non-compliance, plus all fees and late 
charges. Therefore, | urge all residents to inoculate their dogs 
and license them by April 30th. of each year. The State was 
unable to meet the July 1, 1998 date for issuance of new license 
plates. This will take place on January 1, 1999 for all passenger 
and vanity plates to be issued during the renewal month of your 
registration. | will include an extra mailing with your renewal 
notices for 1999 explaining the entire process. | look forward to a 
smooth transition with this program.

This past year saw our activity level showing a 6.7% increase 
in Reportable Incidents, a 98% increase in Criminal Arrests and 
a 46% increase in Motor Vehicles Arrests. The result of these 
increases shows a decrease of other patrol activity as it relates 
to traffic enforcement. The amount of time available for proac- 
tive work is severely diminished. Just look at the following sta- 
tistics. Summonses down 2%, Warnings down 11.6%, and other 
traffic enforcement down 20.2%. It is a well established princi- 
pal in law enforcement that high levels of activity from the patrol 
force result in a lowering of crime overall. This is amplified in 
the National “Beyond The Traffic Ticket” initiative which makes 
special achievement awards to agencies who demonstrate out- 
Standing accomplishments through traffic enforcement. For 
proof, look to the Oklahoma City bombing. Timothy McVeigh 
was identified and apprehended as a result of a routine traffic 
stop for an expired license plate. It is believed that approving 
funding for a Department Prosecutor will go a long ways toward 
freeing up patrol officers to once again do proactive work. The 
hours worked by a prosecutor will allow for the two detectives to 
return full-time to the job of criminal investigation, thereby 
relieving the patrol of the burden of followup investigations. 

Since this will be my last Town Report because of my retire- 
ment, | would like to thank all of the Town’s work force for all of 
their assistance over the years. | also want to thank the 
Selectmen and Town Manager, the Police Commission and all 
of the Department Heads for their support and encouragement. 
To the men and women of the Fire-Rescue Department. Chief 
Howard and members of his department worked hand in hand 
with the police to provide quality service in a spirit of coopera- 
tion not always seen in other communities. To you, the resi- 
dents of Wolfeboro, thank you for all of your help over the 
years. You continue to be the ones who step forward to provide 
us with encouragement when we're down, financial support in 
our budgets, and a keen understanding that everything isn’t 
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necessarily the way it appears from a one-sided diatribe to 
which we cannot respond for several months because to do so 
would prejudice our case against a defendant. Finally, to the 
men and women of the Wolfeboro Police Department and 
Wolfeboro Central Dispatch my heartfelt thanks for the job you 
do. Your selfless devotion to duty is a shining example of the 
creed | have followed throughout my career. “Do the right thing, 
because it’s the right thing to do.” No matter what your critics 
say, hold your heads high in the knowledge that you will not be 
compromised by anyone because of their perceived position in 
life, or any other personal motive.

The members of the Town of Wolfeboro Fire-Rescue 
Department are a united team of professionals who are commit- 
ted to the following values: 

¢ The longevity of our members... 

¢ To be responsive to the needs of the citizens and community... 

¢ To promote teamwork and fellowship by creating an atmos- 
phere of openness and caring... 

¢ To stimulate a sense of vision by encouraging innovation and 
change... 

¢ To foster a positive attitude about our community and our 
team! 

Once again, this commitment was recognized when, on 
September 30, 1998, the Fire-Rescue Department was award- 
ed the Life Safety Achievement Award. This honor was 
bestowed upon-the Department by the International Association 
of Fire Chiefs and Operation Life Safety. This recognition is for 
the successful response to an extinguishment of fire without the 
loss of a single life in 1997 through the active Education, Code 
Enforcement, and Inspection Programs under the leadership of 
Lt. Philip Morrill, Jr. of the Fire Prevention/Code Division. 

The Wolfeboro Fire-Rescue Department is one of 248 
departments who were recognized for these accomplishments. 
We were one of only three departments in New Hampshire to 
receive this award and the only department in New England to 
be recognized four years running. | 

The Fire-Rescue Department answered a total of 819 
Emergency calls during the year. The breakdown of alarms 
consisted of: 


Box Alarms (includes 17 Box 3 and 1 Box 2) 100 
Still Alarms, No EMS/MVA 317 
Still Alarms, EMS/MVA only 402 
Total Calls 819 


During the year, fire calls increased by 76, rescue calls 
decreased by 67. Combined, there was an increase of 9 calls

over 1997 or a 1% increase in activity. 

Since 1992, the Fire-Rescue Department has seen its emer- 
gency calls increase from 449 in 1992 to 819 in 1998. This is 
an increase of 370 calls over a six year period or an 82% 
increase in activity for the Fire-Rescue Department. 

Fire Prevention activities remained active during the year. 
Members conducted the ongoing Fire Prevention education 
program at the local schools under the direction of Lieutenant 
David Brackett and Firefighter/EMT Tom Zotti. Fire drills were 
also conducted at the local schools to prepare our young peo- 
ple for proper reaction in the event of an emergency. 
Department members also conducted numerous courtesy 
inspections in private dwellings as well as for the business com- 
munity. 

Like other departments, Ice Storm ‘98 had a big impact on 
the fire alarm system. Approximately 25,000 feet of the oldest 
fire alarm wire was damaged or completely destroyed. This left 
approximately 60-70% of the fire alarm boxes (master and 
Street) out of service. 

With assistance from FEMA, agreeing to pay 75% of the 
work to be done, Wright Alarm was contracted to complete the 
installation of the new wire and repair all storm related damage. 
This work was completed in approximately one month. 

Other fire alarm work completed in 1998 included poles 
transfers for the South Main Street waterline/sidewalk project 
and Sewall Road and North Main Street for Bell Atlantic. Three 
new master boxes, Lakeview Inn, Wolfeboro Area Childrens 
Center and Kingswood Golf Club, were installed and the annual 
maintenance of boxes, stickers and pole wraps were complet- 
ed. 

Once again in 1998 maintenance costs remained high on 
vehicles and apparatus. We continue to perform work on the 
vehicles, assisted by the Public Works garage and Lakes 
Region Fire Apparatus. 

Also during the year, tests and other checks of equipment 
and self-contained breathing apparatus and bottles were per- 
formed in accordance with recognized standards and proce- 
dures. 

The Fire-Rescue Department’s 30 members attended 
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approximately 873 hours of training for 1998. 

Approximately 80 hours of public education programs were 
delivered to the citizens, business groups, schools and organi- 
zations of Wolfeboro. 

The single biggest Public Education function of 1998 was, as 
always, October’s Fire Prevention Week. Programs were pro- 
vided for about 600 children ranging in age from 3 and 4 year 
olds, at the Wolfeboro Area Childrens Center, the Wolfeboro 
Nursery School, K through 3rd graders at the Carpenter School, 
and 4th through 6th graders at Crescent Lake School. 

The Ongoing process of providing the local media the weekly 
Wolfeboro Fire-Rescue log of emergency calls continued 
through 1998 

In 1998, Emergency Medical Personnel responded to 402 
calls, including 299 medical emergencies (i.e. strokes, falls, lac- 
erations, sports injuries), 3 working codes (heart attacks), and 
103 motor vehicle accidents. In all, we treated 533 patients 
with our busiest month being July, when we had 63 calls and 
treated 80 patients. 

Emergency Medical Services has seen emergency calls 
increase from 212 in 1992 to 402 in 1998, an increase of 190 
calls or 90%, during a six-year period.

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Report of Town Forest Fire Warden 
and State Forest Ranger 


To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State 
Forest Ranger, contact your local Warden or Fire Department to 
find out if a permit is required before doing ANY outside burn- 
ing. Violations of RSA 227-L:17, the fire permit law and the 
other burning laws of the State of New Hampshire are misde- 
meanors punishable by fines of up to $2,000 and/or a year in 
jail. Violators are also liable for all fire suppression costs. 

There are ten Forest Rangers who work for the New 
Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands, Forest Protection 
Bureau. State Forest Rangers are available to assist communi- 
ties with forest fire Suppression, prevention and training pro- 
grams as well as the enforcement of forest fire and timber har- 
vest laws. If you have any questions regarding forest fire or tim- 
ber harvest laws, please call our office at 271-2217. 

There are 2400 Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy Forest Fire 
Wardens throughout the state. Each town has a Forest Fire 
Warden and several Deputy Wardens who assist the Forest 
Rangers with forest fire Suppression, prevention, and law 
enforcement. Early in 1998, we experienced an ice storm, 
which caused severe damage to forests in New Hampshire. 
Your local fire warden and forest rangers need your assistance 
in preventing wildfires in these hard hit areas throughout the 
State. If you need assistance or information dealing with ice 
damaged woodlands, please call 1-800-444-8978. 

The State of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 2 
mobile patrols and 3 contract aircraft patrols. This early detec- 
tion and reports from citizens aid in the quick response from 
local fire departments. This is a critical factor in controlling the 
size of wildland fires and keeping the loss of property and sup- 
pression costs as low as possible.

1998 Annual Report 
of the Building Department 


1998 showed a significant increase in the construction of sin- 
gle family dwellings both on the waterfront and in town. Total 
number of new home permits was 64. New commercial con- 
struction decreased but other types of construction increased. 

The larger construction projects included the clubhouse at 
Kingswood Golf Club, renovations of the barn at Lakeview Inn, 
the completion of the renovations at Carpenter School, the con- 
struction of office buildings at 8 Governor Wentworth Highway 
and at 90 Mill Street, Day Surgery addition at Huggins Hospital 
and also several large waterfront homes.

During the past twelve months the Department of Public 
Works had a diversity of tasks that required a strong commit- 
ment and dedication on the part of all members of this organi- 
zation. The effective scheduling of community projects, along 
with the unforeseen natural adverse impacts, provided chal- 
lenges which our workforce met with vigor and a steadfast atti- 
tude that led to worthwhile accomplishments. 

In the middle of our winter snow operations, the community 
was hit with a devastating ice storm. This disaster taxed all our 
divisions and resources. This one event impacted our schea- 
ules over a period of nine months. Through the efforts of our 
crews, other departments and hired contractors we cleaned up 
“the mess” and reestablished the normal mode of operation. It 
is noteworthy to mention the positive response of various town 
crews, and also the active participation of many citizens with 
their initial effort to overcome these adverse effects. 

After many years of planning, | am pleased to mention the 
completion of the transfer station and the final construction 
phase of the landfill closure project. As | reported previously 
there is an opportunity to develop this area for the recreation- 
al/educational benefits of our citizens. Several other major pro- 
jects are near the completion stage. Filter Bed Road was 
reconstructed and paved. The water line servicing this area 
was also upgraded. North Main Street had an asphalt overlay 
with drainage improvements. The highway crew constructed a 
new dock at Crescent Lake. The use of plastic material was 
certainly an innovative concept, and we plan to continue using 
this product. 

In order to maintain the continuous passage of vehicles and 
work trucks, the highway crew decked the Whitten Neck Road 
bridge with new timbers. This was an excellent example of 
department team commitment. 

During the past year we completed a project to reduce 
inflow and infiltration in the sewer system serviced by the 
Lehner Street pump station. This project, which required the 
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replacement of almost 7000 feet of sewer line, resulted in a 
reduction of 10,000 gallons per day of processed wastewater. 
During the reconstruction of the Lehner Street parking lot, 
improvements were made to the storm drainage system, and 
the number of parking spaces in the lot was increased. With 
the help of Mr. Paul Zimmerman, a pump which should help 
alleviate the area flooding, was installed. 

Additional projects included the installation of a new water 
main on South Main Street. This will increase the flow and vol- 
ume of water available to South Wolfeboro. Also the new line 
enhances fire protection and water quality and corrects numer- 
ous small leaks which were wasting almost 500,000 gallons per 
month. By the spring of 1999 the new sidewalk will be accept- 
ed and fully operational. 

It is most important to thank all department members for their 
continued diligent work effort. Their dedication to meet the prin- 
ciples of "Striving For Excellence" is most noteworthy.

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Household Hazardous Waste 
Collection Report 


Wolfeboro residents can again take pride for properly dispos- 
ing of the highest quantities of household hazardous waste in 
the annual Lakes Region Planning Commission regional collec- 
tion Saturday, July 25, 1998. It was the largest collection to date 
with 25 towns/cities officially participating at 9 collection sites. 

A record number of 94 households were processed in the 
first half hour of the collection at the Public Works Garage. 
When the waste was consolidated, fifty eight 55 gal drums and 
lab packs were filled representing 436 households and 7 towns 
attending the Wolfeboro site. 

Volunteers filled out the questionnaires required by the state, 
directed traffic, distributed flyers, and graciously assisted in any 
way possible. My heart-felt thanks to: Joyce Davis, Pat Merrill, 
Marty and Carole Bilafer, Nancy Hirshberg, Laura and John 
Nichols, Ed Carroll, John Burt, Margie Blodgett, Jim and Fran 
Washburn, and Holly Manoogian and Lynn Carey of the 
Appalachian Mountain Teen Project, for donating their time for a 
very worthy project. Over 36 local businesses displayed flyers, 
regional papers featured articles, and WASR filled the airwaves 
with reminders of the event. The Public Works Department and 
Jim Heald, Barry Muccio, and Steve Champagne are invaluable 
in setting up the site. The water department loans us their 
space and even the weather cooperated! 

The last Saturday of July has become a habit for the majority 
of the participants, yet each year many attend for the first time. 
lf you have not yet attended, consider setting aside the morning 
of the last Saturday in July of 1999. If you have recently bought 
a house, are thinking of selling yours, or plan to make a New 
Year’s Resolution to be more tidy, it’s not too early to start plac- 
ing hazardous household items in a cardboard box for the next 
collection! Garden pesticides, antifreeze, old medicine, art sup- 
plies, oil base paints, wood strippers, degreasers, oven clean- 
ers, fluorescent light bulbs, etc. can be set aside safely in their 
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Original containers ready to go to next year’s Household 
Hazardous Waste Collection. | 

With sincere gratitude to all those that made the 1998 collec- 
tion a resounding success, | look forward to a record disposal in 
1999. The collection is successful because of those that attend- 
ed. Thank you.

The Wolfeboro Municipal Electric Department started 
the year off with “Ice Storm 98” the severe damage caused 
by the storm was repaired with the help of 53 people 
including one brush crew that came from as far away as 
North Carolina. The Department was assisted by electric 
crews from the towns of Taunton, North Attleborough, 
Belmont, Reading, lpswich, and Fitchburg, MA., also crews 
from a private contractor, |.C. Reed & Sons, of Raymond, 
N.H., and one retired N.H.P.S. supervisor. We thank them 
all. 

A large amount of assistance was received from the New 
Hampshire Electric Cooperative, this included, furnishing us 
with needed supplies, technical assistance, engineering 
assistance, and even in some cases, delivery of emergency 
supplies. We also were able to purchase some supplies 
from P.S.N.F. 

The MED would also like to thank the Departments 
from within the Town that gave us support during the storm. 
The Town should be proud of the excellent way the 
departments worked together to provide assistance to each 
other to accomplish the repairs in a difficult situation. It took 
several months to complete all the necessary repairs. We 
were very fortunate that during the time of the storm there 
were only two minor accidents to two outside crew mem- 
bers. 

The MED accomplishments this year included two new 
system improvements, a new three phase line installed 
along Route 28 in Alton which improved service to our cus- 
tomers in the Roberts Cove area and allowed us to remove 
the old lines which ran through the wooded areas, and an 
upgrade of the line on Richards Road in Wolfeboro which 
has improved the service to our customers there. These 
jobs were completed by the successful bid winner, Hayward 
Price Construction Company of Meredith. We also staked 
and completed 87 new services, and 107 system improve- 
ments and line upgrades to homes. 14.77 miles (78,001 
feet) of right-of-way clearing was also done by the compa- 
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nies of Bartlett Tree Experts and Nelson Tree Service, Inc. 
We have continued with our Line Design Program to insure 
all new construction and system upgrades are done to 
REA/RUS specifications.

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Report of The Welfare Department 


Wolfeboro’s Welfare Department was as busy as most towns 
in New Hampshire in 1998. As predicted, costs were passed 
down from Federal to State to Town agencies. Unfortunately, 
the buck stops or starts here. We served 88 clients in 1998, a 
figure that surprised some members of the budget committee. It 
should not be such a surprise. The theory of “trickle down” has 
not yet reached the bottom rung. Certainly cost have not gone 
down substantially in areas of rent and utility services. 
Fortunately the price of oil has dropped enough to lower the 
cost of gas and heating oil. But that is only one area of our con- 
cern. Rents are still a large portion of our expenses but we 
have had a great increase in prescription costs which used to 
be covered by state programs. Our food voucher costs have 
increased in spite of the additional amount of $14,000 in food, 
that the food pantry provided Wolfeboro residents. 

The Welfare system is going through many changes, some 
are good, some are unfair. | believe that given the opportunity 
almost everyone would rather work for what they get without 
the stigma of welfare. We still need more jobs that pay a living 
wage and some benefits for people on the bottom rung. 

| am grateful for the continued support of the area churches, 
the Life Ministries (food pantry), and a few local individuals and 
businesses that wish to remain anonymous, for their continued 
support and generosity.

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Report of the 
Department of Parks and Recreation 


The Wolfeboro Department of Parks and Recreation will miss 
David A. Wheeler who left the Department in September of 
1998 to pursue an alternative career. He was a dedicated 
member of the staff and his artistic and devoted contributions 
will be evident in the parks for years to come. 

1998 was a busy year for the Department, a new playground 
was designed and installed at Foss Field; the Abenaki Parking 
Lot was completed to include drainage and asphalt; and Cate 
Park renovations transformed the natural jewel of downtown 
Wolfeboro. In addition, Mr. Peter G. Travers donated a granite 
bench, for Cate Park, in memory of his late wife. 

Capital Improvement planning is continuing for the future. An 
engineering plan and bidding documents were drawn up for the 
renovations to the Clark House Museum foundation. A 
drainage plan was completed to address the storm water ero- 
sion and parking lot improvements needed at Brewster Beach. 
A lighting plan was drawn up for replacing the Foss Field base- 
ball, basketball, and tennis lights. 

In July, | accepted The Outstanding Local Program Award for 
1998, from the NH Hershey Youth Track and Field Youth 
Program, in recognition of commitment and dedication to the 
Youth in our Community. Phillip Saltmarsh won the state title in 
the 11-12 year old 800 meter and competed at the National 
Meet in Hershey, PA in August. 

In March, we offered a new Fun & Run afterschool program 
for Crescent Lake School students and in August a new Play 
Soccer Camp, Inc. was offered for athletes 12-18 to compliment 
the existing MLS Camp. 

During the winter months, the Abenaki Ski area was open for 
28 days and 8 nights with a total of 774 skier visits. The cross 
country trails accommodated over 570 skiers who enjoyed two 
months of skiing. Nordic trail improvements continued in 1998 
including the installation of several culverts and trail widening. 
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The Town purchased a 1998 Ski Doo super wide track for 
improved grooming capabilities. 

The Pop Whalen Arena 1997-98 Season served 7020 public 
Skaters, with a total of 282 season pass holders. The 1998-99 
season has 501 season pass holders as the result of the 
decreased season pass fee. A banner program was instituted 
at the beginning of the 1998-99 season and businesses are 
hanging banners for advertisement. Revenue is put into the 
Pop Whalen Arena enterprise fund for improvements and user 
fee stabilization. The fund proved to be self-supporting in its 
first year and the facility is anticipating the installation of roll 
away bleachers in 1999. 

The Department continues to offer quality programs and facil- 
ities. In November, | was awarded the Outstanding 
Professional Award for Recreation by NHAPEHRD, and | know 
that | would not have even been nominated for such an honor 
without the support of the Wolfeboro community and the quality 
Staff and volunteers who make it all happen. Thanks go out to 
Judy Drew, Kathleen B. Rankin and all of the support staff, and 
a warm welcome to Caleb E. Pike.

Wolfeboro Public Library 


1998 saw the renovation and upgrading of the Wolfeboro 
Public Library’s lighting system. The twenty-year old lighting sys- 
tem was removed to make way for more technologically 
advanced, full-spectrum lights that operate at close to 65% less 
wattage per year. In addition, fans were installed over the main 
desk to control the temperature more efficiently. Credit for the 
design goes to Jim Stockman of Kennebunkport, Me., and the 
skillful and timely installation was completed by Bill Fraser of 
RJM Electric. The Board appreciates the financial support from 
the town, the state, and the Wolfeboro Friends of the Public 
Library, and the loyalty of the library patrons who were without 
access to the library for the five weeks it took to finish the project. 

There were some changes in the composition of the library 
Staff, too. Anita Muise, children’s librarian, left the library to tend 
to her business full-time and Barbara Widmer moved into the 
vacant position. Jon Kinnaman was then hired to fill Barbara’s 
former part-time slot. The transitions went smoothly. 

The Friends of the Wolfeboro Library oversaw the distribution 
of a Survey pertaining to library services and patron satisfaction. 
This included funding the costs of the endeavor and the time- 
consuming tasks of mailing the surveys out, collecting them, 
and then collating the results. Our thanks to them and the sur- 
vey designer, Barbara Hobbie. Their efforts let the Board hear 
from 456 patrons, representing 1,018 library users. 

Some of their wishes such as a video drop-off box and softer 
lighting have already been achieved. Others, such as more 
instruction on the use of the computerized catalogue and the 
Internet, are planned for 1999. The Board will continue to use 
the survey results to guide them in the year ahead. 

The Board of Trustees was especially gratified at the many 
accolades from the public for the library staff. They were vari- 
ously described as incredible, patient, cordial, superb, accom- 
modating, and helpful on a wide variety of issues. Our thanks to 
Marilyn McBride, Barbara Widmer, Joyce Davis, Denise Thayer, 
Jane Carville, Jon Kinnaman, and the director, Louise Gehman.

Summer programs for adults were held nearly every week 
from July to the middle of August. These programs were on wild- 
flowers, dinosaur footprints, “Sisters in Crime” panel discussion, 
Governor Wentworth, Town line boundaries, and Feng shui. The 
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Friends of the Library also held a NHHC program about tele- 
phone operators in January, New Hampshire graveyards and 
gravestone art in March, and Marty Engstrom on Mount 
Washington winter weather. The Annual Friends of the Library 
Book and Author Luncheon, featuring Kate Flora, Margaret 
Evans Porter, and Linda Weltner, was a rousing success. 

The Friends of the Library paid for a survey which was sent 
to all Wolfeboro Electric Department customers. Nearly 18 per 
cent returned their surveys. Some of the concerns mentioned 
referred to the need for a video drop box which was installed 
during the time the library was closed for five weeks in order to 
install a new lighting system. The staff received generally high 
marks for helpfulness and friendliness. Most people are still 
coming to the library for books although the circulation of 
audios and videos is going up every year. Nearly everyone 
returning a survey had a comment or two. We thank all who 
took the time to return their survey. 

Story time for pre-schoolers was held twice a week through 
June and then once a week the rest of the year. Special pro- 
grams were held for elementary age children after school. 
“Stories and Stuff” presented a program in February, funded by 
a grant from the Nicole Jutras Fund of the Lakes Region 
Charitable Foundation. A special program on bats, presented 
by naturalist Gordon Shulkin, was funded in part by the Cate 
Lecture Fund. 

“Turn Off the Tube” week was held in April again this year, 
focusing on activities which emphasize reading or special inter- 
est activities and encourage families to work together. 

The Summer Reading Program for children, “Live Free and 
Read,” was sponsored by the Friends of the Library who paid 
for a paperback book to be given to each child who completed 
a contract. Two hundred and six children participated in this 
program. Lesley Smith, a puppeteer, entertained at the party at 
which prizes and certificates were handed out. 

A new computer was acquired for internet access in late 
May. Bell Atlantic supplied a 56K frame relay line and 
Cabletron provided a router free of charge. The Bell Atlantic 
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line will be free until February 28, 2000. During the past year 
234 new persons signed up to use the internet, making a total 
of 569 persons who have registered for internet use since it 
was made available in 1996. WorldPath Internet Services of 
Farmington, NH provides the library with two free accounts, one 
for patron use and one for staff use. 

Shut-in service is provided once a month by the staff. 
Volunteers read from the GRANITE STATE NEWS to provide 
audio tapes to the visually impaired. These free services are 
available by calling the library. 

During 1998 the library had about 14 volunteers clocking in 
approximately 350 hours of time. These wonderful helpers 
shelved our periodicals, pamphlets, audiocassettes, and books, 
read the GRANITE STATE NEWS onto tapes and duplicated 
the tapes for the visually impaired, helped with story time, and 
weeded the garden. We are grateful for all their help. 

Our full-time staff consists of Barbara Widmer, Children’s 
Librarian; Marilyn McBride, Interlibrary Loans; and myself. The 
part-time library assistants are Jane Carville, Joyce Davis, Jon 
Kinnamon, and Denise Thayer; our library page is Julie Baker. 

We strive to offer many services to the public as well as 
books, periodicals, audiovisual materials, and a variety of soft- 
ware for our computers. We welcome you to our facility and 
hope you will take advantage of your tax dollars by using the 
Wolfeboro Public Library.
